PAPIER MACHE. 


The manner of manufscturing this matorial, of 
whieh so great « variety of beautiful articles are 
made, iathus described by the N.Y. Evening Post: 
The article obtains its uame from the prepared 
paper whieh forms the principal material in its 
composition. This paper, which is cut into the 
required size aod shape, is made of the consist- 
ency of the hardest wood by steeping ia oll, after 
which it ls left to dry in an oven. When the re- 
quired time bas elapsed, it is removed, and left 
fm the opes air for somo minutes, when a coat of 
refinet biaek varnish is laid over the surface — 
Before this varnish bas become dry, pieces of 
pearl, out in the form of leaves, roses, aad other 
flowers, as the fancy of the artist may dictate, or 
the character of the article may require, are laid 
on the paper, to which they adhere, amd which is 
again placed in the oven. When it has been re- 
moved the second time, another coat of varnish 
jp applied on the surface of the pearl and paper 
indiscriminately, The varnish, when it bas had 
suffictent time to dry, is scraped off the pearl, and 
the same process is repeated several times, until) 
all parts of the surface are made quite even. This 
gives the pearl the appearance of baving bees 
fglaid. The article, which is still in an untnished 
tate, aNer a thorough polish, has to be submit- 
ted to the hands of an artist, upon whose skill 
ite beauty m a great degree depends. Under his 
hands the piece of pearl, but roughly formed, is 
soon converted into s full blows flower, surround:
